The question of building a high 
school, on the north side, where a 
two-year course shall be furnished 
for the convenience of the children 
there who attend high school was 
brought up at the meeting of the 
North Side Progressive league last 
evening and the sentiment 
of 
the 
members was found to be in favor of 
such a project. 
For a long time the building of a 
high school on the north side has 
been a much discussed question and 
for 
this 
reason 
the 
Progressive 
league has taken up the matter. Al­ 
though the league took no definite 
action in regard to the question last 
evening the matter will again be 
taken up at future meetings. 
As there are more than 200 north 
side 
students 
attending the high 
school in this city residents of that 
part of the city feel that the children 
should be enabled to attend high 
school without being put to the in­ 
convenience of going so far in order 
to reach the school building. One of 
the members expressed the opinion 
that it is not fair to make the chil­ 
dren spend money for car fare and 
lunches which amounts to about $4 
a month in order to attend the high 
school. 
Borne of the members of the league 
feel that it woiilld not be so bad lf 
the high school were more centrally 
located so that, the north side stu­ 
dents would not have to travel so 
far in order to reach the building. 
However, the sentiment is in favor 
of having a north side school In which 
the first two years of the course can 
be had. 
It is confidently expected 
that were a high school to be built 
on the north side that many more 
children would attend high school as 
it 
would he more convenient 
for 
them and they would as a result con­ 
tinuo their education. In addition to 
this it was said that some children 
dc» not go to high school because of 
the fart that they think they cannot 
afford to dress well enough to keep 
up with the other pupils. 
It is the opinion of some of the ad­ 
vocates of the project that a high 
school could he built on the north 
side for a reasonable expenditure of 
money and that the residents of the 
north side would gladly pay their 
share in order to get such a building. 
About $30,090 is the amount which 
is deemed necessary and it was ar­ 
gued that this amount could he easily 
secured. 
Following the announcement that 
a new building is to be constructed 
for the National Gauge and Register 
company a committee was appointed 
by the Progressive league to confer 
with the board of trade about having 
the building put up on the north side. 
After conferring 
with J. L. Fter- 
moehl, 
secretary of the board of 
trade, the league was assured that 
the plant would remain on the north
